HOUSE, HOSTED BY H.E. GOVERNOR SIR RODEN CUTLER AND 
LADY CUTLER. ON THIS OCCASION THERE WILL BE OPPORTUNITY 
FOR SOMEWHAT MORE SUBSTANTIVE TALK, ALTHOUGH NO 
CRITICAL ISSUES ARE EXPECTED TO ARISE. AUSTRALIAN

PERFORMANCES, A PARADE, SPECIAL EVENTS, A SAILING REGATTA, 
SEMINARS AND A SHOWING OF A MOONROCK. THE ENTIRE CITY 
OF SYDNEY WILL BE DECORATED WITH BANNERS. THIS IS ALL AT 
THE INITIATIVE OF THE AUSTRALIAN-AMERICAN ASSOCIATION, 

AND THOSE WHO WORKED HARD TO BRING IT ABOUT WILL BE 
PRESENT AT THE BANQUET, HONORING THE BICENTENNIAL. 
THROUGH ITS EFFORTS, AND WITH THE HELP OF THE AMERICAN 
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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, AND THE COMMONWEALTH, STATE AND 
SYDNEY GOVERNMENTS, A VERY AMBITIOUS TRIBUTE TO THE 
USA WILL COME TO PASS. IT WILL BE A TIME FOR GOOD 
FELLOWSHIP WITH AUSTRALIANS, WHO SEE MUCH IN COMMON

AN ARCHITECTURAL MASTERPIECE THAT FEW VISITORS FAIL TO 
SEE. A SPECIALLY GUIDED TOUR OF THE OPERA HALL, THE 
CONCERT HALL, DRAMA THEATRE AND OTHER FACILITIES COULD
